We know that there has been considerable un- 
easiness emoug the bourn wives of Atlanta as to 
the prices that gr cories avd market produce wfll 
command duriug the expoeitl a. 

It bes been feared thet, owing to the unusual 
demand there would be «a tse in prices of every- 
thing needed fur the table, taat would derapge 
the calcula.ious of many « prudent houskeeper 
and make the expei #% Mure than can be borne 
with comfort. This fearhbeas had some besis iv 
tue gradual rise of ham, which has gone ap about 
& centand « baila pound, four which has goue 
up fty cents a barre!, and bacon, which has gone 
up ab ut 8 per cent. This rise, however, is due 
to no loca] cause, bul is the result of a general 
appreciation of prices all over the country. We 
understand that there may be « correapondiog 
rise in the prices of dressed poultry, eggs and 
butter for this seasou. This rise will not be, if it 
comes, ro much due to any extraordicary demand 
as to the fact that for the past three years there 
has bé@n a steady appreciation of the prices of 
these things, so much so thet housekeepers pow 

contend that it costs 25 per cent more to live in 
Atianta each season than it did the season before. 
We Go not velieve that there will beany unuste) 
rive in prices resuliing from a ‘‘corver’’ in any- 
thing needed for the table in Atlanta during the 
exposition. If there should be a corner in any 
one article it will be very speedily broken and 
normal prices re-established. Atlanta is fed by 
too many railroats, reaching tuto too many rich 
food sectious, for her market to be cornered in 
any sense whatever. So that houstkeepers may 
seasonably count on fair prices during the «x po 
sition, raugiog Uttic, if any. above what they 
woud be were there uo exposition on baud, 

We present below inte:views with some of our 
leading shippers on this subject. : 

Mr. Rushing, of Keiler & Kusbivg, says: 

“Our business hae mostiy been with Charieston 
and Savannah during the winter, but 
we propose this winter to open in Atlanta 
for regular business, We have usually 
handled watermelous here in summer and giveu 
the wiater to shipping live p .ultry by the car load 
from Kast Tenviessee and Virginia to Charleston, 
Savannah and New York. We ship three thou 
sand fowls in one car and have u-uaily shipped 
about five carsa week. We have seldom stopped 
these cars in Atiauta for the simple reason that 
the demand has never been large enough to take 
a whole car, and it would not pay us fo break a 
car. We have, therefore, shipped through Atlanta 
to other cities, During the exposition we will stop 
from two to six cars a week in Atlanta, as may be 


needed, and could easily deliver ten car loads 


here, or thirty thousand chickensa@ week without 
raising the price. Our price for live poultry 
bas been ten cents a pound, and it ought vot to 
b above that figufe. If dressed poultry is pre 
{ rred by this Market, as we think probable, we 
will have the car loads of live poultry dress.d 
sfiter we receive it. The reason for the high 
price of dressed poultry is that it is shipped by 
(xpress, When our car loads of »oultry come bs 
ijeigh\ '’ 

“Will you b:ing other produce besides chick- 
es?" 

"Yes. We intend to ship large quantities o! 
Oggs, butter and all kinds of poultry such 
as turkeys, ducks, geese, @ic. We think we can 
supply any demand without a material rise 
in prices. We bow ship, besides 
the bot of hast Tennessee beef, veel 
and mutton to Charleston and Savannah in larg: 
quantities. During the exposition we will ar 
range tostop a8 much of this as is needed in At- 
janta, and of this we Can say that te supply is of 
the very best quality and practically unlimited 
in quantity "’ 

Mr. Xenwer, cf Keaner, Tibbs & Co , the iargest 
rf .ppere of dressed poultry in. Atianta, says: 

“We have inform.d our shippers that there 
will bean unusua demandin Atianta during 
the expoeition and beve instructed them to pre- 
pare forit. We will get all that can be nee ted 
for AUlanta without trouble, but the unusual de- 
mand may result in increased prices, We se)! 
mostly on consigument and are forced to charge 
the prices set by tho-e who consign to us, I should 
not be surprised if there was an advance of two 
to three cents in dressed turkeys and chicken. 
Guripg the exposition. Our main source of sup- 
ply is East Tennessee which ships immense 
quantities to New York, Baltimore and other 
Itwill be nec-ssary to turn a large 
amountof these northeri shipments south ta 
meet the demand. In orderto do this we mas 
have w give Now York prices or something that 
approximates thim. If we don’t do this and gu 
to further markeis for our supply, the increased 
express charges will more than make the dif. 
ference."

The Norfol« 
oysters will not be used io this market 
hereafter, as the high price in New York has in- 
duced the Nurfoi& shippers to send their best 
oysters to that market. We have arranged fur a 
full supply of shrimps, crabs, lobsters, ev.’’

Mr: Fommy Day, representing Mr. 8. W. Day, 
says:

“The largest crop of strawberries shipped by one 
mau was that ofJ. R. Young.

day's gathering, he shipped 1,800 crates of 4 
quarts each, or 72,000 quarts of strawberries. This 
is pretty good for one day's shipping from one 
berry farm. The same day he made this ship-~ 
ment there were 350,000 quarts of berries shipped 
from Norfolk to New York, besides large quanti- 
ties to Baltimore, Philadelphia and other points.

About 14 years agothere were a few small 
patches of land about New Berne, N, C., dce 
voted to raising early vegetables.

ihe “patch’’ system became very popular. 
of this beginning came scores of the best ‘‘truck’’ 
farms in this country, and New Berne and its 
surroundings are getting rich.

With the 
new facilities for shipping swiftly and cheaply, 
and with the great advantage of getting ready for 
market two weeks earlier than )Porfolk can, and 
thus getting the cream of prices—and the other 
advantage of having the western markets at band 
when. the eastern markets are dull, we should 
achieve just as flae results as are secured at Nor- 
folk. Why cannot our farmers who raise cotton 
and corn give a few acres to small fruits and 
vegetables, and thus load up the refrigerator Cars 
that are promised us for next seasou’? 

Iciose with quoting from Mr. William Dean, 
of Wilmington, Del., a practical farmer, who 
visited the south onatouriof inspection. Said 
he: 

“If I wasthirty years younger! would take 
$2,000 and go south and farm. In ten years! 
would have $100,000, so great are the advantages 
of the south in cheap lands, early ripening, long 
summers, etc , over the north.” 

If occasion offers I will have something to say 
in a future article about truck farming in east 
Florida and south Georgia, If Fulton county can 
only strike a ‘‘mean”’ b-tween Florida and Nor- 
foik, as she can do, it will be all she wants.

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What Is Being Done Along the Line. 


Reports from the Macon and Brunswick exten- 
sion show that there are now over one thousand 
amen at work in one way or another along 
the ine. Mr. Renfroe has over two hundred 
men near Macon. Mr. Pat/Lynch and Mr. Crus- 
sell have two large forces at work near South 
river A half dozen suod-contractors under Cou- 
don & Co. have men at work along the 
links that they have engaged to finish and 
Captain W. D. Grant has a large force at work on 
his part of the contract, which includes the 
heaviest work between here and Macon. There 
are several new sub-contractors to goout next 
week as soon as the part ofthe line, on which 
their part of the contract is, is located. 

One ship load of steel rails for the Rome exten- 
sion has arrived at Brunswick, and is now ou its 
way to Atlanta. Others will follow. 

On the Georgia Pacific there is littie to report, 
except that the line is being rapidly located. 
The grading force is|' now about four 
miles beyond the river and about twelve miles 
of track is ready for the cross ties. It is said that 
the heaviest work between Atlanta aud Douglas~ 
ville lies between the river and the city, and 
this has already been finished. Between the 
river and Douglasville the track can be prepared 
in a very short time. Specifications for the

A RAILROAD DISASTER, 


The Train from Montreal to Toronto 
Goes Down, 


OGDENSBURG, N. Y., August 18.—A terrible ac- 
cident occurred on the Grahd Trunk railway, at 
3:30 o’clock this morning, Which resulted in the 


instant death of the engineer, serious wounding 
of the fireman, baggage~master, two express mes- 
sengers, aud various injuries to a number of 
passeugers. 

ihe train was the 10 p m. express from Montreal 
to Toronto and consisted of six Pullman sleepers, 
four first and second Class Cars, a postal express 
and baggage car. The cars were well filled with 
returning excursionists from Montreal, who were 
nearly allasieep. Tne t ai arrived at Prescot: 
junction on time and au! Ottawa sleeper was 
then attached toil. Alter leaving Prescott there 
isa Gown grade and soon ihe train was golug 
fast. Au obstruction was encounterdd and the ly 
co.n6lUve jumped the track, carrying the tender, 
baggage, mail, express, smdking and two passeb- 
ger cars with it 

They ran ou the ties fully a thousand yards, 
wheu the engine went dowuan embankment, 
the tender passing by, together with the express 
Caraud lapding vu the otherside of the track. 
The baggage car went still; juriheron and was 
throwu oir aiongside' the fence; in 
fact every car except the sleepers were 
thrown off.

AURIFEROUS GHORGIA 


DISPLAYING HER GOLDEN RICHES. 


ED ee 


The Renewed Interest in the Gold Production of 
Georgia—A Ta! of Ever Increasing Bich- 
ness—A New Method for the Devel- 
opment of the River Beds. 


We received on yesterday information of a re- 
form or advance in mining for gold in the rivers 
cf worth Georgia tbat may produce wonderful 
results. 

Those who are famiiiir «ith the gold region of 

Georgia, Know that the beds of the rivers are very 
rich in gold deposits, especially of those rivers 
which run through the richest gold sections, 
Some years ago an experiment wes made by sink" 
ing a flume in whe bed of a river and 
drying the eatth within the flume 
box. This was mined, and we learn that five 
hundred dollars’ worth of gold was secured from 
the earth which was taken out of the box. We 
are not positive as to the terms of this experi- 
ment, but remember that the result was one that 
gave great satisfaction. Persocs who have ex- 
amined sand or mud from the river bottoms ip 
small quantity find gold in valuable secretions 
therein. Just before the panic of ’73 a company 
of farmers from Mad River Valley, Ohio, sent 
out a superintendent for the purpose of getting a 
canal across the ben] of the Chestatee river so 
that the same cirsuar area could be 
drained and worked ior the goid depos 
its that it was supposed to eon- 
tain. If we remember correctly, a Mr. loskip 
was charged with this work, and got a canal 
partially through. Upon the coming of the panic 
work was suspended and has never been recom- 
menced. Experiments had been made, however, 
which satisfied these investors that if the bed of 
the river could be reached and made available, 
very rich results could be obtained. So much 
forthe probable richness of the gold-bearing 
river beds of north Georgia.

To 
show the richness of real gold-beariug rivers, | 
need only say that the bed of the Chattahoochee 
river, into which flows the Chestatee, yields goica 
from the surface sands on the shore as far down 
as Milion county. This is simply the result of 
the gold that has been borue into this river by 
the little Chestatee and other mountain streams 
that cross large veins «fi goid and flow into the 
Chattahoochee. In Caiifornia and British Colum- 
bia, where the dredgitg boats have been tried, 
they have yielded astonishing results, and we 
expect the seme from this experiment.”’

There was no 
doubt then that if the drifiings 
could have been obtaincd and at low enough 
cost that moncey could have been made out of it, 
and this new invent'oa seems to accomplish at a 
very low price what Mr. Carter was unable to 
accomplish at all. We shall look with great 
anxiety for the result of this experiment as we 
have always contended ht few Georgians dream 
of the enormous ricaes buried ia the gold fields 
in the northern part ofour state. Our readers 
shall be kept fully informed. 

The gentleman who has given us the above in- 
formation says that it 1 calcuiakd that th. 
dredgiug boat will take from five hundred to a 
thousand dollars of bullion per day from the 
river bed.

Werefer tothe matter here for the 
purpose of saying that however sadly 
the sensitive champions of the universi- 
ty may have misunderstood the article 
which has drawn forth their comments, 
we are sure it will not bear the inter- 
pretation which they have  has- 
tily and zealously put upon 
it. A little closer reading would doubt- 
lees have saved them the necessity of 
putting pen to paper to defend an in- 
stitution which, so far from being an ob- 
ject of attack in these columns, has al- 
ways commanded, and will continue to 
command, our solic-itude and our support 
Tue Conerirution jis prepared to in- 
dorse everything its correspondents say 
in regard to the venerable institution ; 
but, when allie said, the fact remains 
that it is the representative of a system 
of education which is not complete, and 
which in a smal! degree only meets the 
needs of the yeung men who are grow- 
ing up to take the places of their fathers. 
As that system is open to criticism, 80 1s 
the university, and it is in this sense 
only the institution was named in the 
article which has induced the corres- 
pondents afovem«ntioned to take up the 
cudgels. If th« uaiversity is to remain 
as it is—if the colleges 
of the country are to continue as they 
are-—if, in short, our system of education 
is to improve only in the direction of fit- 
ting men for professional life, nothing 
remains to be said. It would be useless 
to criticize the system, and as useless to 
defend it. We would change the univer- 
sity only to enlarge, improve and popu-

condition of southern 
society, s0 we would mould 
it to fit another and ‘A 
‘changed condition of affairs. The ma- 
jority of the young men who seek the 
advantages of a university education no 
longer have competencies to fall back 
upon, and the field of professional life is 
not as inviting agit once was. Those 
who hold office in future are less likely 
to scorn the salary attached thereto, and, 
as u consequence, politics at the south 
will be more of a business than a pastime. 
However distressing this result may be, it 
is inevitable.
